MUCH MALIGNED MOVIES 


Enstern Shows = 


Sensational moving pictures wn- 
doubtedly have a harmful effect upon 
boys of an impressionable age, said 
Rev. A. D. Richard in the Juvenile 


Oourt of Calgary. 

Mr. Richard’s comment was in con- 
nection with the confession of six 
young boys that they had been involv- 
ed in the disappearance of money from 
the Ptk’s carnival. Exercising that 
charity on which their order is found- 
éd, the Elks did not press for a con- 
viction and consented to the lads be- 
ing allowed to go on probation. 

It is perfectly true that youngsters 
have been known to form their con- 
ception of heroics from the movies 
and by some quirk of human nature 
they are more prone to emulate the 
villians than the heroes—something 
which appears, incidentally, to come 
just as readily to their elders and 
“betters.’’ 

It was someone in the United Stat- 
es, much nearer to the source of film 
supply than we are, who first conceiv- 
ed the idea of blaming moving pictur- 
es for epidemics of petty lawbessness. 
The idea caught on and it has been 
a fairly sure path of publicity ever 
since. But here in Western Oamada 
the films have been subjected to a 
process of censoring and re-censoring 
at the hands of what many consider 
an over-zealous board, long before 
they reach the public, so that if there 
is anything demoralizing in them, the 
blame must be laid at some door ncar 
home. 

In this particular casa we know 
nothing of these young boys’ home 
life. We do not even know the ident- 
ity of the boys. Since young men 
from the best homes have been fre- 
quently known to go further astray 
than these youngsters have done, it 
it would be unfair to make the charge 
that their home life has been respons- 
ible for their “crime.” Yet, speak- 
ing in generalities, the sight of 
young men and ‘women, boys ané 
girls, and even infants, wandering 
untramelled by parental guidance has 
moved many people to wonder if the 
jack ‘of home = guidance and home 
influance has not more to do 
with this sort of thing than the movie
